Although papers were found show- 
ing that he was a native of Ireland

Flynn was Thomas Bright. Flynn 


had just set a charge of dynamite 
on a shoulder in the trail. Bright, a 
little below him, turned just in time 
to see him slip over the precipice to 
a ledge below the trail and _ forty 
tons of rock push off the shoulder 
and crush him, 

As soon as he discovered that 
Flynn could not live, Bright hurried 
to camp and reported to Ranger A. 
T. Shay, who had employed the two 
men and a targer gang which had 
quit at noon Saturday. The body of 
the dead man, crushed and mutilated, 
was taken to Justin Patterson’s un- 
dertaking establishment in Pomona, 
where the inquest was held by Cor- 
oner Frank Nance today. 

Flynn was employed twenty-five 
days ago by Shay to assist in the 
trail building and was found an ex- 
cellent stone workman. He was un- 
familiar with the ground, supposed- 
ly, which had been made uncertain 
by previous shots of dynamite. 
Bright was nearly caught in the 
slide, but was far enough to one 
side to escape injury. He reported 
that the accident happened at 1:15 
Saturday, but did not reach camp 
until late afternoon.

The Japanese earthquake presented some of the most extra 
ordinary and perplexing problems in the bringing of news around 
the world from Japan to America, At a single stroke, the usual 
lines of commtnication across the Paeifie from Japan to San Fran- 
cisco, both eable and wireless, were put out of commission. This 
compelled an immediate re-adjustment so that the communication 
from Japan, hitherto across the Pacifie, would now come in the other 
direction around the world, across Asia, via Singapore, Suez, Gibral- 
tar and London, to New York, known as the eastern route. Also an- 
other outlet across Asia was available, from Japan northward to 
Siberia, to Moscow-London-New York, known as the Northern route. 

The London and New York offices thus became active centers, 
supplementing the work of San Francisco, in moving the mass of 
eable matter from Japan and nearby points, giving the first available 
details of the catastrophe.

add considerably to this already 
large total,

the fruit itself was extremely large 
in size.

This larze frvit 
took a heavy disceunt practical 
throughout all of the Navel season 
and unfortunately for us our fruit 
ten quite heavy to the dis ‘counted 
sizes, In) making comparisons of 
vrices received there era thea far 
ors that must he taken into con- 
sideration, viz. time of sinment 
quality or grade, and. siges.

fMuit, dre to its @Xtreme size. natur- 
ally did not grade hieh, our perecent- 
‘ge of frst grade this vear amount- 
ing to only 68.8 per cent, as com- 
pared to 78.8 per cent. for the season 
1920-21 which is the last e omparable 
vear, The time of shinment for our 
Navels is pretty well fetined, we be 
ing generally late jn Starting, due

Lemons 

Our shipments of this 
amounted to only 468 cars.

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Junior Red Cross 
Spreads Good Will 





Nearly 5,000,000 pupils in the schools 
of America are following the standard 
of unselfish service as members of the | 
American Junior Red Cross, the an- 
nual report of the American Red Cross 
discloses. This valiant host is rep 
resented in 125,072 school rooms of 
24,289 schools throughout the United 
States. With a service program that 
is local, national and international in 
scope, the American Junior Red Cross 
{s working unfalteringly for -health 
and happiness and in the promotion 
of activities among boys and girls 
wherever there is opportunity for use- 
fulness. 

Increased activity on the part of 
the schools enrolled and deeper recog- 
nition by school authorities of the ed- 
uecational values of Junior Red Cross 
have been significant features of the 
last year. Carrying on educational 
and relief work in France, Poland, 
Austria, Hungary, Jugoslavia, Albania, 
Bulgaria and Rumania, the American 
Juniors have influenced the forming 
of Junior departments in the Red 
Cross organizations of these coun- 
tries. American boys and girls wear- 
ing the “I Serve” button of the Jun- 
fors are proving apt messengers of 
the spirit of good will and mutua) un- 
derstanding through correspondence | 
with pupils in schools scattered 
throughout. the world. At the close 
of the school year in June 2,009 
schools were engaged in correspond- 
ence with a like number of schools 
in Europe; 284 schools in our insular 
possessions and Alaska territory car- 
ried on an exchange of letters with 
schools in the United States and South 
Africa. In fact, nearly 2,700 schools 
with probably 100,000 pupils were busy 
in this fine act of cheerful communi- 
cation while 8,347 articles passed 
through National Headquarters of the 
Red Cross in exchanges between the 
interested pupils here and overseas. 
An incident of the year’s advance was 
the beginning- of activity which will 
eventually install Junior Red Cross 
{in the Indian schools of the United 
States.

The work of the American Juniors 
in foreign fields is emphasized in the 
advancement of playgrounds, scholar- 
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Best Equipped Plant 

That with the recent install- 
ation of its complete sprinkling 
system and the addition of other 
fire-fighting equipment at a cost 
of approximately $30,000, the 
million dollar Ontario factory of 
the Edison Electric Appliance 
Company is now the best protec- 
ted industrial plant on the Paci- 
fie Coast, was the declaration 
Friday night of E. H. Richard- 
son, works manager of the com- 
pany, at a dinner given members 
of the Ontario Fire Department 
at the Hotpoint club. 

Through the installation of this 
adequate fire-protection system, 
the company has reduced its in- 
surance rate from 90 cents on the 
$100.00 to 8 cents on the $100.00, 
it is said, and it is figured that 
in this way alone, the equipment 
will more than pay for itself in 
less than three years. 

The sprinkling system compris- 
es 1400 feet of 6-inch and 8-inch 
east iron pipe; 15,470 feet of 
smaller size wrought iron pipe; 
11 auto-alarm valves and a_ 50,- 
000 gallon water storage tank 100 
feet high. 

In addition to the sprinkler 
system, the plant’s fire fighting 
equipment includes 1175 feet of 
fire hose in 21 reels; a 40-gallon 
chemical engine on wheels; a 
hose eart, six soda-acid extingu- 
ishers and one tetra hydro-chlor- 
ide extinguisher for electric fires, 
There is a four station fire alarm 
system in the plant and ten men 
in the employ of the factory are 
thoroughly posted regarding the 
use of fire-fighting equipment 
during the day time, while three 
with special fire-fighting 
duties are on the job throughout 
the night in addition to a watch- 
man. who makes hourly rounds. 

Plans were outlined at the din- 
ner meeting to take up with the 
Ontario Chamber of Commerce 
the matter of a campaign of edu- 
eation along the line of greater 
care in the matter of fire pro- 
tection. Following the dinner, 
the firemen, 35 in number, were 
shown over the big plant and a 
demonstration of the fire alarm
